Russian (Jovernnient, then the projierly jackals would have 
]>ut in their ehiims. 


A Silly Sug^^estion 

It is because those responsible for the whole theatrical 
proceeding seem to imagine workers in olher countries can ho 
as ensily deceived as the poor devils in Uussia. As far as one 
can wlge, the idea created in the minds of workpeople here 
was Unit the latest stunt—" the five-year phiu "—like so 
many of the dictator's plans, had gone awry 1 And the folly 

did not sound like fcJie language of teehnical men, but the 
jargon of the Third internationah *' And the noise and 
conduct of those in the had during the pretence of a trial, was 
rather that of a welhpaid and organised claque- As for 
invading Russia, wdiile the splendid spirit of ten years ago, with 
its Hands off Russia " and All power to the Soviets,” has 
been killed os dead as a doornail by the continued political 
tyranny of the dictatorship, so far as the workers of this 
country are concerned, any such suggestion would be ruthlessly 
turned down by eyeiy political party. 


Leg^al Robbery 

One by one the various governments are teaching the 
workers that, while they must stand up to an implied contract 
at all costs, even if forced upon them by law% governments 
may default if they feel so incHned- 

First, Mr* Winston Churchill raided the Health Insurance 
Fund, eoniiscQtiug money %vbich should have improved the 
benefits of sick workpeople for the purpose of lightening the 
taxation of the rich. And how the Labour Party, quite rightly, 
denounced thia legal robbery of the workers throughout the 
country. But now Miss Bondfield, the Labour Party Alinister 
of Labour, has agreed that girls out of work from textile mills— 
who have been compelled oy law to pay unemployment insur¬ 
ance while at work, the employers being allowed to stop it from 
their wages—must accept domestic service as alternative 
employment, if offered them at the Labour Exchange! Would 
she dare to say that an engineer must accept au agricultural 
labourer’s job? What an ext-roordmary effect a £o,000 a year 
Government position has on the nientnlitr of some folk? 


Abolish the Beath Penalty I 

All hmntme people will w*e!cou 2 e the rejiort c^f the Select 
Committee on the Death Peuaky recently published, It 
recommondB that a resolution should he pusBcd by Parliament, 
asking the King to L^xercisc the royiil cletiieuey in all cases of 
the death penalty—a complete suspension of the penalty—mid 
that in the nieuutiiiie a Bill should he biougUt forward to 
abolish capital punisluiiciit. It is urged that imnicdiatc action 
be taken 1 

In case Farlhguent should decide nol to suspend or abolish 
the penaltv, tho suggestion will he mncle that reprieves should 
be granleJ more freely, and in no eiisc siiouhl a persou less 
than 21 be executecL 'Pbus very slowly and [>ainfuliy we emei^ge 
from barbarisim There will be many appuiieiitB to the removal 
of this horrible sundvah Any thing less Miuti its total abolition 


cannot sntisly lliosu who want to promote inifuanitarinn 
thought and feeHug, Tlie action of the presiaU ihuv?rnment 
ou this matter must fa* eloKcly watched, This is <JUe mare 
step towanl initmm freedom.

Just aa Buropeiuifi in India have in the past, and still do 
in some eases, consider ihemaelvca a superior race to tho 
natives, so in Africa tfic whites not only walk in unti take 
whatever they want of the cokmred imm's land and compel him 
as far as posaifik? to work for ihom, but set up tlieir milhority 
to make laws tg fnrthur enslave tlie coloured people. For oneo 
—and a Colonial Hecrctary in a Conservative iKiniinifitration at 
that—the Duke of DevoiiBhire in 192^1, decbircd it necessary 
defiiiilely to record the considered opinion that tho interests of 
the African natives must be panuiiount, and that if and when 
those interests and tho inlerosts of the immigrant races {in* 
eluding whiles) should conihct, the formor should prevuik 

Bver since that decdaratioii the whites in Keny^a and 
JihodeRia liavo been Irving to reverse the policy that followed in 
favour of primarily furthering the interests of British subjects 
who have gone tliere. These diiclaralions in favour (d iuL play

It gives a fellow n warm feeling around the heaiT to feet 
that ho has so many good and staunch friends. However 
independent ” or even selLsuffidenfc we may be, we yearn 
for the nnderstanding and approval of tliose near and dear 
to us. 

The cables, telegrams and letters o£ congra tula Hon I 
received on my 60tii birthday from various parts of the world 
are to me a soui'ce of deep gratification as well as of great 
moral support, I linve been deeply moved by the tboughtfuL 
ness and solidarity of our friends and comrades everywdiere. 

I have also received a surprise from France. An order of 
a second expulsion within six mouths. The first took place, 
as you have probably heard before, on May 1st, In June I 
received permission to return to France for three months, with 
the promise of a further extension of time- Instead I was 
notified on August Sth that I must leave within 15 days, 

1 immediately left for Paris to see what could be done in 
the matter, I again received a stay of three months, with the 
promise that permission to venmin in this country" will be 
continued. The promise may be valid or not, bnt in any case 
I shall be prepared for whatever is in store for me. 

You may rest assured, and you may assure all our good 
friends and coim^ndes, that persecution* deportation and 
expulsion shall never in the least affect iny devotion to our 
ideals or clumge my purpose in life.

All these, and many otlicr fact ore, liave comliined to 
create a feeling of liupelessness in the jjiintlw and bearia of,

1 X 1 any beneficial clmuges for everyone. 

la there, liowever* any sound reason for this enfeebling 
despondancy V To Anarchists and Libertarians of all shades of 
opinioti, the situation ongixt to he one of a stiniulaliug char- 
actei', since it is exactly, what the best thought in otir inov'e- 
ment sixid iuevitaUie* To have been able to foretell the 
truth; when so many diligently supported ail kinds of false 
hopes, has put us in a strong position to deal with the present 
and the future. 

To take the question of unemployTneut: This country with 
over two millions, Germany with 3^ millions, U.B.A. with 
anything from 3 to 5 millions—these three countrieK alone 
with some 10 millions men and Avomen anxious for work, but 
condemned to idleness by the modem industrial system, con¬ 
stantly ebanging its form, yet always retaining its in|ustice! 

It has been pointed out that just as the old iiidiAdduaiist 
capitalist is passing away, becoming, in face of Inter tux tional 
Capitalism, merely a kind of rudimentary organ in a newer 
and AVorld-Avide Jiidustrial system, so national goverJiniQiits 
become more and more helpless to remedy luxcinployment. 
They belong to n passing ernt 

Still, in spite of the impotence of governments, the 
present slump, like previous ones^ xvill liquidate itself largely 
at the expense of the workei^* and be followed by a boom 
period, in xx^hich the lessons of the present w'ill be largely 
forgotten unless xve are able to increase our propaganda and 
keep them alive. As soon as the boom appears, financial 
operations in industiy—now passing more and more into the 
hands of the big banks and international financiers—will bo 
busy transforming industrial undertakings wlxerever they are 
ripe for it^ into international concerns! 

The fact is* economic development has outstripped 
political forms, and the present fumbling at Geneva for some 
international power and influence is the blind groping to obtain 
some new form to control "this industrial groxvth. It is up to 
ail Libertarians to exert their influence to prevent the establish¬ 
ment of an international, coercive, euper-Government, and to 
secure the settlement of diflerenees by agreement instead of 
by law. 

In the purely political arena there is still gTeater reason 
for hope and confidence, at least, so far as this country is 
concerned. When at the Imperial Conference in 1026 the self* 
govemmg Lominiona were declared autonomous communities, 
equal in status, in no way subordinate one to another in any 
aapect of their domestic or external affairs, though united and

HOW I MET KROPO.FKIN 

The /fj//n«aa.7 m Drifhati^'n own ncconnt of her fiui 

mmiijnj Kropotkin anti the work tthe tUd for ** Freedom,*' 
ritjlit from tJtr beginning. 

fi was in 1885 i mei l^eter Kropotkin for the first time, 
at a party given by WtUiain AJorris In tlie office of the 
Coinirionweid,’' of which paper Alonas was then the chief 
supportei’ and coiiiribnUir, if not the actual editor, Aly 
introducer was a friend (Airs. C. Wilson, first editor of 
Freedom Juier un^ 1 had made tlirougli the reading of 
Stepulak's books describing Ilussia as it wus then, under 
the Cxarisl t\‘niniiv. In one id them he told how Kropotkin 
had sucuceded in escaping from his prison cell in the Fortress 
Peter and Ihiul in St, Petersburg, and the same friend told 
me something about Kropotkin s subsequent adventures in 
Switzerland and Frtuxce* where even ihe malignity of Hussion 
tyranny had purisued him. 

Xex'er shall 1 forget the ininressixni that first sight of 
Kropolktii made upon me, inexpericina-d as I tlien \msi in 
meeting men of renown, Nxx one wtiuld ilunk on seeing 
him that he had just undergone three years in a French 
prison. Tin* perfect courtesy* id ways a feature of Kropotkinas 
manner, flrst cbiinied atlention, it made you feel that you 
were in his eyes an individual worthy of his attention; then 
the clear and pciielraling blue eyes, ihe massive head and 
do wing piitriarcliai heard, the squarely erect tigure^—not 
military, but somehow most valiant—were all impressed on me 
its wc (*xt*hanged greetings—in French. 1 3 up]>nse, for at that 
time he knew but little English to speak* although not long 
aftonvards he xvas able lo address large audiences in 
Englishi ahs’ay^K intelligible, if not with an English accent. 
Not long afterwards 1 was told that Kropotkin was interested 
in starting a monthly paper to be called Freedom,” for 
the propagation of Anarchist-Communist ideas* 1 w’as asked 
to co-operate—but how? Up to then my ideals bad never 
gone beyond " Freedom in Ireland,” and the history of her 
seved' centuries of struggle against English domination- 
” The very' thing we want,” said Kmpotkin. ” Wo should 
know whut is going on In the extreme west of Europe.” So 
I undertook to make notes of the movement* xvhich at that 
timo was agitating Jrehuid and also, it must be said* the 
English Houses of Parliament, the beginning of the peasanta* 
atruggl© for the hmd. It vvns long afterwards limt Ktopotkin 
told me how much ho enjoyed those Irish notes which I hod 
penned with the gay irresponsibility of youth.

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Auberon Herbert and His 
Teachings

One ‘a* niy enriy reeoUeetiona is of Auborou Herbert—a 
Ui][, mthcr tliiu, featured, noble-loaldiig man—Ottiling 

on, and lioUling a long conversation with, my late grandfather 
at Wcstgatf, WmchcKtct—the happy home of my childhood* 
After that visit ho regularly sent liis paper, Thti Free Life, 
and sonic oi Ms t'ther pnbiieations to my gnmdfather, who read 
them with appreciation and ivas wont to describe the author 
ns a man of great gifts and broad view-points, but somewhat 
itHi much uf a visbtiarv, Aecovding to the TiniHH he ** was a 
man of distinct ion in tnore tlum one walk of life, whose plaee 
in con temp oniry history might have been higher if he bad been 
iiain in touch with the spirit of the age. During a period 
which tends tn produce men moulded after a common pattern* 
hu reiiiaincd untouchud by levelling inlluences, and he was a 
conspicuous figure if only from the fact that he followed his 
own bent in matters of conduct with an absolute disregard for 
convention and authority**** 

Itecently I luive met many men who were friends of, and 
( D-workers with, *\uheron Herbert, and they all speak wdtli 
genuine and glowing enthusiasm of that truly great man's 
personality and work, but so far as I am awnre, apart from a 
sympathetic ** Sketch ‘* by J* Morrison Davidson, published in 
I 88 n—from which I am about to reprint extensive extracts—no 
hi-fgraph} of that Tcinarkable Anarchist-liadical has yet been 
written* 

Auberon Herbert w*ns the third son of the third Earl of 
Caniarvon, and was bom ou the ISth June, 1888* “ Mr. 

Herbert's early education,’* u*rite& Morrison Davidson, *' was 
superintended by tutors, to the personal rather than to the 
scholastic tnlluence of some of whom he was much indebted* 
In 180 ? he proceeded to Oxford, where he became a student 
at St* John's College, but studied steeple-chasing and kindred 
pui'suils more than the ancient classics or any other kind of 
literature. The spirit of adventure was strong within him, and 
iifit*?^wo years of desultory reading he determined to enter the 
Army s(f as to see service abroad* Accordingly, in 1859 he 
joined the 7th HiisSivrTat Canterbury, and subsequently served 

rd'iil' IH'Bfcti NifitfrV ^ attam mg jh 'e rant of 

lieufe^tir. * Here, perVcrsely ciiougfnTie 3vas as studious as at 
Uxford *dle.* lie editecf a little mogaamc called 

tfa.' Crumh r, and began to qualify himself for staff duties* 
With this object in view he returned to Oxford to complete his 
University curriculum, and graduated B.CkL*^* in 1862* On 
taking his degree, not caring to resume his military career, he 
devoted himself lo nniversitv tuition, and siibsequontly 
ol.iaineil a ‘ Finindcr’ft Kin ' Fellowship. In 1864 the man of 
‘ bloofi and iron ' had matured hia first groat crime by procuiv 
ing th(‘ iiivasioji of Schleswig-Holstein by on irresistible *4ustro- 
FruHsitm army Mr* Herbert, deeply symiJuthising with the 
gallant Ibuu'S, Jibutidoned his ncadcniical pursuits and hastened 
to the liybbol lirjeir in order to eru:ouriige the defenders by 
.surc<]unng their wounded. Me rcndereil valuable aid* was 
jJiencr tlijoi fjucc under fire and becaiuu a great favourite both 
with uffieirs and men* I'he fJiivernmcnt subsequently 
r^igiialis' d its gratitv*de [iy conferring on him for his labour of 
Jtr\c Hi,’ < ^rdt r of the Daniicf>org.” A little later, Mr* Herbert 
wtijT lit *\ittencu, where the war nf 8eccasiou was ihen ending* 
of rh)’^ VT'id he wrote: '* The easy, powerful (‘urrent of life, the 
inixUiTc of rIasHes, the respect shown to idt. made a deep 
nitpri‘Hii!i)n cat me. Headj to see all the faults of democratic 
giiveniun'iii. I saw tluiu. and yc-r felt the janver and depth of 
tbf tide, an If 1 hiid passed from some narrow lake out on to 
ihr oca. " .Mterwiirds, ” when he made the final plungei into 
1 iada^almni, he fell like an escaped i>risoner on the first day of 
fri'eciotii 

In 187(1 Mr. Herliert stood as a Parliamentary (huididatc 
jor Nottingham in the Uadicni interest and was elected by a 
large majoniy. Me remained a member of ParliameuL for four 
years and then retired from party politics—ovvdng to bis changed 
outlook—a great and growing antagonism to ail forms of Legis¬ 
lative (fovemnumt* 

In Parliament Mr. Herbert was not, generallv speaking, 
a ptmina graia/^ to again quote Morrison Davidson. “ He 
was too conscieiilioUH to be a gotifl party man, too Radical all 
round, botli for Uonservativi-H and Libenilfi. The cut and 
colour o£ his c.ohIh, moreover, scandalised hon. ruembm. 
They were light green when they ought to hnvt» been of a 
more sombre hue* . * * This/ljowever* was not Herbert*a 

great eat cnionnity* hi Beconding 8ir Ohas* Dilkc'a famous 
motion reBpecIing the (hvil List and contmeuting on the juslly 
suspected frands cemnected therewith. *Mr* Herbert, while 
idluding to flic iwtual occupant of the throne with all the

superstitious revercfice whidi a degraded public Opinion could 
possibly enact, had yet the inanhood to affimi his conviction 
Unit , a Itepublic is preferable to a Monarchy in a community^ 
such as ours* Thereupon one hon, member ' spied strangats 
ju the gallery** and hiul the Press ejected, while a noble lord 
manifested liis loyalty to tlic Urowu by ' cock-crowiug * 1 So 
great was the uproar, raised cinefiy by the ' party of order,’ 
that for the space o£ an hour the member for Nottingham 
could scarcely ejaculate more than a word or two at a time* 
The Speaker pronbvmeed the scene the most ' painful ' he 
had ever witnessed, yet I have never heard anyone allege that 
Herbert uttered one untrue or offensive syllable in his speech* 
The fault was entirely with the. fault-finders. . * . In 

1873, in criticising the Army Estimates, Mr. Herbert took 
occasion to impugn the organisation and question the efficiency, 
of our standing army* He proved by irrefutable statisticB 
that the British Army is consumed by loathsome disease, and 
thinned by incessant desertion to an extent that is almost 
incredible* * Officers and gentlemen,' neediess to say, were 
horrified, more especially Avhen they were told by a member, 
who iniglit be regarded ns one of themselves, Ihut a territorial 
citizen force—a simple extension of the volunteer system— 
would bo more effective in the field than a standing army, and 
ineomparably less costly to the British taxpayer. 

" Mr. Herbert's kindly nature was never seen to gx-eater 
advantage than in the untiring efforts he made ' to provide for 
the protection of wild birds during the breeding season*' He 
set forth the virtues of thrushes, blackbirds, jays, and sparrows 
with something like paternal pride, and begged the House with 
a genuine ardour vdiich aroused its sympathy ' to have com¬ 
passion on crentures which were so entirely in their powder ' t 
{It vvas largely through his exertions that the Wild Birds' 
Protection Act vras passed.) 

Since Herbert has been out of Parliament he has 
devoted bimseJf to agricultural pursuits, but no serious call to 
public duty Ims found him wanting. The Bulgarian atrocities 
filled his mind with horror* He came to London * and 
■ lobbied ’ for weelcs in order to put courage into the breasts 
of timid Liberal members* The St, James's Hall Conferences 
owed him much for the sinicess which attended them, and he 
gave a strilting proof of her'personal intrepidity by presiding 
at the second Anti-Jingo meeting in Hyde Park (March, 1S78), 
where the hereuioan strength of ^Ir* Bradlaugh with difficulty 
availed to save himself from a violent end* 

" As a politician, Mr. Herbert has latterly adopted, the 
11 H ibtsrirfjf 'Mx— ILnLurt"^ THlfl” 

started a ' Personal Highis and tleif-Help Association,* as the 
outward mars if es tat ion of his new faith*" Thus far I have 
followed Morrison DsividsoiUs narrative—published in 1880— 
before Auberon lierburt had become known as an original and 
independent thinker and author of world-wide reputation. Ho 
had indeed written " f#etters from Bonderberg," pleading, the 
unpopular Danlsli cause—rc-published in lx>ok form: "The 
Danes in Camp,'" in 1864, which had caused no small stir at 
that time* 

Auberon Herbert married Florence Aniabell, daughter of 
I he sixth and sister of the seventh, and last , Karl Uowper**^ 
Tliey had three children, the eldest boy died in 1882; the 
second son, Auberon Thomas, horn 1876—on the death of Earl 
tJuwper hccamo Baroti Lucas in 1905—died lOlfi; and a 
diuigbtt'i-, the Hon. Nan I no Herbert, born 1866, who on lior 
brother s iieuth became Lucly Lucas, Baroness Dingwall* and 
in 1917 married Ll.JMh Howard Lister Cooper, still survives. 
Jaidy Florence Iterhurt died in 1886* 

It was in May, 189(), that An1 1 eron 1 i erhert started hia 
hrilhant and thought-provokitig monllily jourrud, The Free 
L//r, ” an organ of Voluntary Taxation and of the Voluntary 
State*" HiK own published stulDmciit as lo The Free Life 
and the Aiais and (,)bjecls of Voluntaryism shows his principles 
and view-points iii a clear light* " The Free Life docs not 
hcUcvu in creating happiness, virtue, or prosperily for the 
human race by *\cts of Farliament. It does not believe in 
.splitting tlie nulioii u|.i into two or three political parties, each 
1 ryiug to, vote down the other and to force upon the other its 
own opinions nnrl inlcrcstfi. It does not believe in the mtxlern 
politician, always engaged in glonfyitig himself and hia party * 
belittling his rival, mis^ading the people by passionate appeals 
lo the interest of the moment, and tw careful about his own 
sclf-advaiicemcut to speak in the scrupulous and responsibla 
language of true friendship* It does not believe in the great 
game of polities; in the traffic of votes; In the scramble for 
property; in forcible intcrfereneca with the habits and Uves of 
jneii; in great nnifonn systems; in huge departments, escaping 
from all real control on the part of the people, their nominiS 
owiiora; or in the treatmenf of men and women, their faculties 
and their property, as State material, which muy be employed 
lot any puriKm- at the jileasure of the majority which has 
climbed inUi power*

That 
workers are being disillusioned wdtli the Labour Government, 
and that the wai' out is indieated by the six points of the 
Charter, which may be amended, extended, etc. The six 
points ure as follows:— 

(1) Increased unemployment benefit, and abolition of 
disqualifying restrictions and task work; benefit for 
each unemployed day. 

(2) Against speed-up dismissals, overtime^ and the 
spread-over, and for 11 le seven-hour day. 

(5) Against increased insurance contributions and for 
non*contributory social insurance. 

(4) A guaranteed week and a national minimum wage of 
MB per week, 

Hepeal of Trade Disputes Act. 

(6) Against Imperialism and Tariff attacks upon the 
workers* standards. 

Shades of three acres and a cow. Thirty bob minimum, 
Ninepence for fourpence, etc,"
